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1 be^lieve that on the one hand this is BUffidLontly aunpicious for the FBI to vant 
to coKB clean over it and on the other hand to ootivate it not tOt dr pending on ito 
attitude today* But there la no doubt that this io an Itea of 1969 requests and that 
aa of today thez^ has not been oonplianoe with that Item of the request^ven after I took 
the tiiQC to write Schaffer about it and even after Lynne spoke to tlio FBI tvdoo and told 
Jud^ it would be taken care of expeditiously* 

The first of those attached records* of 4/29/6B, has stanped on HOT DHdTHOI- 

niNDIidi litigation*** So it would seem that the i^tixaore i*0* knew about the record and 
the nocd to prenorve it prior to tliis request from HU - and atill did not provide it* 

The ccmcltidiaG para^^aph reconziends the making of prints so the orlgizLala can bo 
rotumed* Then there la a note that as best I can read it says **oopies andc 4/3^/60 
& orig rtd to Lichtin^^r*** Ronald Lichtlnger is the name of the local KA* tho nano I 
gave the FBI early on in this* 

Or* Llohtingor had the orlgtnalo and they wore not retu ned to no* Hor has any one 
of tho copies been located or offered* 

The dictating initials are thos>^ of Lichtingsr* 

Tho second of the records I quote shows that on 9/3/68 copdee were sent by z*oj;ir-tarcd 
mall to Dallas and i^aphls* from hich there hoi not boon ooL^pllancs- even thou^ the 
FBI olains that all tho '^phie files were sent to iiU anu were suorchoU at HU -AFTER I 
made an isaue of non«-compliance with this ^toskm 

I forgot, the first of the records I quote hns indication that it wan indoxody 
meaning that I chiuld have rooeived this ruoord under vsy lA r.^qu at of more than tv-o 
yearn ago* I did not* 

Balias did not respond until 6/2l/68y when it sent two coplGa each to Baltimore and 
ITemphis* nith an enclosure to ^^pMs* Balias filed copies in three of its own files* 

In all oasee* as la ubuo1« file numbers are given* 

^hie io to soy that the search is known to bo inco^^plete* that all tho known records 
were not provided* and that ainoe I wrote Lchaffer about tills more than two and a half 
months despite its pretensions and representations Civil has aicply refused to do 
anything to get the FBI to comply* 

They have not even bothered to acknowledge my letter* 

And they certainly have not dallied the^^ oan t understand it* even thou^ to got 
thc;3e things done I write in haste* 

At the same tizoe there should be relevant records in Civil relating to oth^r pictures 
I*ve souedit in this case* those of scene of the orlme* Civil either has not searched 
or has succeeded in missing what should be the obvious* 

Is this why I*vc bevn forced to get ao much farthur behind in all my work? Boco 
tlAs repzresent Civil’s lute rest in getting compliance and bringing the case to an end? 

Is this tho way if acts after th^ iv^proscntations it has oado to the judge? This is 
good faith? Its dilig uce? 

If i^ctcalfe io conccmcrl about tho westo of govemmont Eioneyp why has he not read 
and dono sons thing about thia specific ^ gave Schaffer so lor^; ago? 

1 told Civil I had told tho FBI where to obtain those records* I did it in writing* 

I suggested* returning again to Ketoalfo’s concern over government money* that Civil 
have a parajx>gal go over all my letters to the FM* I await a rosponse after three months* 
But I have not received a single piece of paper as a result of my sur^jestiotn and taking 
that time to save the government’s nonoy* 

If a paralegal >ias not gone over what I wrote tho FBI* why has not <^tcalfo done this 
as a meaningfuU minting of his respoonsibiliticG if not as a manifostation of his concern 
over how govciiuaent money is Masted? 

There are many such cases* I have picked this one only becauf^o it was stacked up on 
my desk* boesuse I tcld Civil more thxin it needed to know* and becaua<f it is so simple 
an illustration of so much - including where Civil is ooEdne from and whore it appears 
to wont to go* 
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The.'tt 1 b ariother lUfK^fulnesit in this specific. It bus alno been aaovn to falsely. 
WiBCoan svort? to having inade u oenrch of files for the pictures and swore that 

thorcf v»ero ncrlthcr pictures nor records of pictures, wc have the proof of the 
false swearing tto uliat I believe is material) t of tii» perriistiug in the false owearing 
after I la'ovod it to be false, of u^var luivtng relieved it iii th court record, end of 
all the government*© lowyors perpetuating it by socing to it that there still is not 
ooapXianoe so long after I don what they asked of mo and give them proofs as well as 
leadn for scarohlng. 

Cf ccHim© I offended over all of thif> fovl over ^^tcalfc’o interference vlth th© 
agrees: ont japoa^vd upon me, onpecially when he fails to ooe to oompliance when he could 
liavo used the tine of his Interferoncc in ooeing to compliance from the reccatls I did 
provt'.lo. 

With thi:: kid of record — and it is trua of much besides tills one iUuBtration - 
of oouroo I as»k mysslf when axui how It will ever ond. 

To me tlie record Is on© of tho Inwyc-rs protecting the FBI *8 deliberate lawlosiuiess 
while protending otherwise to tho judge and succeeding in transferring tha burden of 
proof onto ns. 

K’ore than a year ago 1 told th© judge that froiu wy exporionce there would be no 
end to the non-oomplianoe unlosa there was some punishment for thosa who lisvo offended. 

I tKi'llevo this illustration is ono of offenBOs against the Act axia of dv^liberateness 
in it on all lovclsp including by all thr lawyers involved. 1 be lieve It nlno involvcB 
tho l&vryors in wdolaadlng the juilge. 

So I therefore am asking you to consider invoking th© punitive provlcionn* In thio 
case I havo given the FK[ enJ tho Civil lawyers much non then I an required to and much 
&K>rt> than tliey need - and they roxkain silent, all of thouu
